at Sabbatical Replacement 


The dean has informed the department that a full time sabbatical 
replacement (sessional lecturer) has been awarded to the department for the 
year 1986-7. The replacement is tentatively scheduled to teach Fhys 2035/4 
BB, Fhys 206/4 &, Fhys 2352/2 A, Fhys 2532/4 AA and Fhys 344/232 A. An 
advertisement is being placed in Univerity affairs and the CAUT bulletin 
and circulated to all universities in Canada. AS approved by the physics 
department steering committee preference will be given to candidates with 
post-doctoral experience and with background in erystal field theory, 
magnetic resonance or related fields or qauge field theeary as used in high 
energy physics. 


3. Sabbatical 1986-7 


The Board of Governors at its December meeting approved full year 
leaves to Dr. Frank and Dr. Kovacs.

ie 1986-7 Froposed Schedule 


The department last year approved the nomination of two NSERC URF 
fellows. The personnel committee and department chair have placed one name 
before NSERC. If approved the fellow will teach Fhys 456 - 457 next year.
